Risk Assessment Survey

Knowing your risks and what to do in those
situations by assessing the frequency and
probability of each potential risk.

Evacuation & Shelter in Place Plans
Create evacuation plans and conduct
evacuation exercises.

Planning for Disabilities

If you have employees with disabilities, ask what
assistance is needed in an emergency, identify
other employees that may be able to help those
with disabilities, and practice the plan.

Chemical Resiliency

Use, store, and dispose of chemicals safely!
Store in bins, on shelves, or install overflow
containment systems for large quantities.

Emergency Supplies Checklist
® Water & food
® Flashlight and extra batteries
® Battery powered radio
® First aid kit
® Whistle
® Dust masks
® Wrench or pliers to turn off utilities
® (Can opener
® Plastic sheeting and duct tape (to seal the room)
® Garbage bags and plastic ties

Cyber Security

Take measures to safeguard your computers
and devices from hacking and viruses. Install
anti-virus software and firewalls, change your
passwords regularly, and backup your vital data.

Employee Assistance

Review employee benefits such as health care,
paid time off, and work from home capabilities
in case any of these things need to be accessed
during or after an emergency. Train employees
on how to respond to hazmat incidents.

Insurance Policy Discussion Form

Review your business insurance coverage with
your insurance agent. Be sure you understand
what is covered, including items that are
excluded under your current policy.
